Moxon, in his book 'HF Antennas For All Locations' (RSGB) was, if I 
remember, not very impressed with a true 'Zepp'. I think he came to the 
conclusion that the main radiator needed something to be 'balanced' against. 


>I guess if you had a center-fed zepp with good balance, your 
>TVI would be reduced because the balanced currents in the 
>feeder would cancel and it wouldn't radiate. But I don't 
>know about the end-fed. (And I've run them on the air, 
>too.) 


OK - Here I wheel out my prejudice. What is a 'Center-fed zepp'? 


It sounds like you mean a center fed doublet. In fact, a doublet where both 
sides are of equal length? If so, that's not, in my opinion, a Zepp of any 
description...... 


In my opinion a Zepp has open wire feeder where only one side of the feeder 
goes to a length of wire at the end. In fact, correct me if I'm wrong 
someone please, the Zepp was dangled from a Zeppelin derigible aircraft. No 
earth, nothing but the ladder line and a length of wire at the end. 

Sounding a bit like a 'J-Pole', but not quite. 


In fact, even more 'not a Zepp', I've seen people describe Doublets fed with 
shorted stubs that they call ‘Zepp' antennas!!! 


So, please, let's call a spade a *&))$=A3 shovel and a center fed dipole= 
(not 

necessarily a half wave dipole) a doublet rather than something like a 
‘double Zepp'. It's not big, and it's not clever.

Excuse me, but what is a Balum? 


I always though it was a Balun (short for 'Bal'anced to 'Un'balanced 
Transformer) 


The problems with trying to test Baluns are that you really need two of 
them, as you need to be able to feed in and out at the right impedence etc. 


However, if you have one of the MFJ Antenna Analysers and a range of 
resistors to provide the output impedence to mach the transformation ratio, 
then, with a bit of trial and error, you may discover the following; 


The input impedance; 
The output impedance; 
The ratio of the input to the output. 


BUT beware of complex impedances in the circuit. A later model MFJ 
analyser may point you in the right direction. 


Hope this helps, a bit anyway.

Gang & Fellow HW-8 OPs, 


Was looking thru my HW-8 Handbook the other day, and noticed a mod for 
increased receive performance on 40 meters which said to increase the 
value of C4, well to make a long story short -"That's one Hum Dinger of a 
mod !" I opened up my HW-8 found C4 and started adding capacitors via 
clip leads. I added the suggested amount first and it decreased the 
sensitivity in mine, so I started small - (added them in parallel to C4) 
with about a 10pf capacitor & noticed a little increase on a weak signal 
from about an S-2 up to I'll say about an S-2 1/2. I figured well thats 
good, lets see if I can get more so I added another 10pf - WOW! that S-2 
1/2 jumped up to about S-7 (by the way, I've added the S meter mod to the 
HW-8). Wondering if it would increase any further, I added another 10pf 
- "THAT S-7 SIGNAL WENT FULL SCALE !, But now I have a small amount of 
broadcast interference, so when I get time I am going to take out one of 
the 10pf capacitors & put in a 2 to 20pf trimmer and fine tune it for a 
good balance between wanted signals and unwanted signals. This has been 
one of the best mods I have done to the HW-8 so far and one of the 
easiest too. I can hear stations loud and clear now that I probably 
couldn't even hear before. I might just see what I can do for the other 
bands now ! If I do, I'll be sure and share them with ya'll.

Here's how I manage it. 


I have a separate folder for QRP-L (in Outlook Express). WIthin the QRP-L 
folder, I have folders for: 2N2/40, Contests, Elmer, Fox and Marketplace. I 
have inbox assistant rules to automatically sort the mail into these various 
folders. 


Now, each folder gets handled differently. The 2N2/40 and Elmer folders I 
really want to read, so mail stays there until I can give it proper 
attention. The Contest folder tends to get reviewed Friday evening if I 
think I may get some time over the weekend. If there's a contest I'm 
planning on coming up, I may give this a little more attention. Similarly, 
the Fox folder gets reviewed right after dinner on Tuesday and Thursday to 
be sure I know when/where the fox will be. The Marketplace folder gets 
reviewed if I'm in a buying mood, or if I expect to be selling stuff at an 
upcoming hamfest. 


The QRP-L folder is now a much more manageable size. Still pretty big, but 
I can generally go through it in a few minutes and see if there's anything 
that interests me. Unless there's something that really gets me interested, 
the total investment in QRP-L probably amounts to 5 minutes, although a LOT 
of evenings there's something that bears a little more attention. But 
that's OK, I spend my time on stuff that interests me. 


If you use Outlook or Outlook Express and don't know how to do this, email 
me for help. If there's enough interest, I'll add a page to my website 
explaining how to do it. 


Most other mail readers have a similar facility, I just don't happen to know 
how they work.

I'd think that, too, but I think such a law has already passed in at least 
one state. 


But, as I was thinking about this, I realized just how 'dumb' this law really 
is. It isn't totally illegal to use a cell phone while driving in this case 
- it's ok, as long as you're using hands-free. Now, most cell phones do NOT 
have ‘voice dialing', which means that even though I've got a hands-free 
phone, I have to mess with the phone to dial a number. So, the ONLY thing 
that the hands-free really does for 'safety' is that I can now keep both 
hands on the wheel while driving (which most people probably don't do 
anyway), AFTER I've taken my eyes off the road to dial the phone number. 


So, I guess in this one state that has this law, no one can drive around 
while holding anything in their 'free hand' (like a Coke, or a cell phone 
handset). They can 'mess' with anything in the car (including dialing the 
cell phone), as long as it's only for a few seconds (after all, what on earth 
could happen if I take my eyes off the road for only a 'few seconds'?) 


If they're going to ban the use of cell phones, without hands-free, while 
driving, they'd better do it 'right' and just completely ban the use of cell 
phones while driving (and I can just imagine how THAT would go over with the 
public <G>).

I am building the 2N2222/40 rig and I have just completed the VFO and I 
have not been able to obtain the frequency range required. 


This is due I am sure to the fact that I am using a MV2301 in place of 
the specified MVAM109 varactor diode. 


I have been unable to locate any data on the MV2301..while I can 
empirically determine the value I must change C10 (currently 120p£) to 
obtain the tuning range required I would like to calculate the value 
(given the capacitance vs voltage characteristics of the MV2301)of C10.

> OK - Here I wheel out my prejudice. What is a '‘Center-fed zepp'? 


As you correctly described in your post, a Zepp antenna was a German invention 
for the radio in a Zeppelin and it hung underneath as I recall. But I believe 
it was actually an approximate quarterwave of feedline and a halfwave of wire. 
A j-pole is a is a contemporary version of a Zepp. In the ham literature, the 
Zepp was usually described with the feedline vertical and the wire horizontal. 


The center feed "Double Zepp" is described in older antenna books and makes 
some sense when you think about it. It's a fullwave doublet with an 
approximate quarter wave feedline to do the impedance matching. This antenna 
offers some gain as both halfwave elements operate in phase. A later 
improvement to this antenna was the "Double Extended Zepp" using a pair of 5/8 
wave wires. This provides better spacing between the outside halfwave 
sections of the wires improving the gain a bit more. 


As is often the case, the correct usage of antenna names gets blurred as the 
decades pass. The Double Zepp antenna is just a special case of a dipole or 
doublet. The Zepp is a type of end-fed resonant half wave antenna as is the 
J-pole. 


If you think the Zepp name is abused, consider the poor Windom!

Last night I finally checked into the NOGA CW net on 3.6864 mHz with my 
still 
on the bench Homebrew Sierra @ 1 watt. 


BTW I turned the rig on about 15 minutes before the net and once the net 
started I didn't have to retune to hear anyone. So the stability is good 
enough at this point of testing. 


My HB Sierra is following along the model of Mike W3IRZ Branca's "Georgia 
Sierra" named somewhat tongue in cheek but actually describing his 
personal

mutation of the NORCAL Sierra that deserves some discussion and note. 


Mike worked long, hard and alone to come up with several MODs to the basic 
NORCAL Sierra implementation that make it homebrewable, relatively cheap 
and 

a good performer. He has kindly made his MOD notes available to 7 of us in 
the NOGA club to try them out. This project like most others I have 
started 

occurred almost by chance. Ironically I had studied the ARRL Handbook 
Sierra 

construction article for years and always had put it aside because of the 
"special" xtals and etched PC boards to do. Mike found a way to solve 
these 

and other problems to make this project achievable by anyone with the time 
and patience to work at it. Thanks Mike for the inspirational push! 


His notable MODs are featured in the latest ARCI QRP Quarterly in an 
article 

titled " The Georgia Sierra". These special features include: a stable 
varactor VFO, a variable bandwidth 4.000 mHz xtal filter for the IF (The 
NORCAL and Wilderness use 4.915 mHz). 


The change in IF freq. accomplishes two important things: let's you use a 
cheap freq. ctr for freq. display since you don't need offsets to work 
with 

and (2) let's you use cheap standard computer xtals ( $.80 to $1.00) for 
pre-mixing. Even the IF at 4.000 Mhz uses standard computer frequencies. 


There are actually relatively few in-band SPURS or Birdies to cause 
trouble 
and they can be minimized with a few extra MODs.

BTW since it's Homebrew rig and NOT commerical you don't have any concern 
about cutting traces and trying out MODs. I've looked through the NORCAL 
QRPp journals a picked several of the MODs discussed there. I planning on 
leaving the rig at the original power level as designed by Wayne (1-2 
watts). 


Warning: This level of MODing is more than most folks will want to attempt 
but the commerical Wilderness Sierra is a new and improved verison of the 
NORCAL Sierra found in the ARRL Handbook. So if you want the lowest power 
consumption multi-band QRP rig available buy the Wilderness Sierra and the 
band modules of your choice and have some fun and learn a little too. Of 
course that K2 would be nice too.

I'll be adding a NOGA PIG, of course, for power monitoring and protection, 
noise blanker, PIC keyer and AF 

Hiss filter. In addition with Bob Confrey's clever help I'll add a Audio 
Frequency Annunicator (AFA) to send out the freq. in morse in the 
headphones. For field use this will save the batteries even more. I also 
plan a Wayne Burdick Noise Blanker (the QRPp article) for QRN situations. 


I'll be working on this rig between now and the next NOGA meeting in April 
(1st) to hopefully complete it for the NOGA field operation at Hawk Mtn 
about 1 hour NW of Dalonega and about 7.5 miles from the Southern end of 
the 

Appalachian Trail where we hope to operate via QRP radio with East

The HTX-100 and the HTX-10 are supposedly both excellent rigs. 


The HTX-100 has CW and USB only. And power is selectable as 

high for all she got (about 25w) or low (about 5w). Easily adjustable 
inside the unit. Going price used (my perception) was between $100 
and $140 for 'reasonable' units. 


The HTX-10 has AM, FM, USB, and LSB but no CW. I believe it is 

about 25wPEP on SSB, don't know about AM or FM. Reportedly a 

nice rig for the money. I expected it to drive down the used prices 
of HTX-100s but that hasn't happened locally. It has actually caused 
the HTX-100s to ‘dry up'. 


BOTH units are 12v DC, and all you need to get going is power and 
and antenna. 


I personally have a RS Deluxe CB Mag Mount antenna I've used with 
my HTX-100. It works just find in the mid to lower 28Mhz area with 
no cutting to tune. From the car, commuting to work when I got the 
thing when they were ‘brand new', I've worked around the US, the 
Carribean, Europe and the USSR. 


In fact, one day on the way to work there was this obnoxious "I'm an 
American station, with an American rig, and an American antenna" 


call out trying to ‘break in' on a conversation between a guy in the 
former East Germany and the other just outside Moscow, both 

talking in english. They acknowledged the guy and blew him off. I 
figured why not, so I set the HTX-100 for LOW power and threw my 

call out. These guys were absolutely FASCINATED that I was mobile 

and QRP. We talked for about 25 minutes or so. Although I actually 

had to go to high power to ‘sign off' when I pulled into the parking lot 
at work.

Michael, 


here is what (little) i know. I had been looking for 
a used HTX-100 but I never found one at a reasonable 

price (you gotta shop for these things at the sunspot 
minima!). 


I did buy an HTX-10. It is smaller than the older 
HTX-100 introduced at the last sunspot peak, and it 
costs about $ 100 less (so given inflation its about 
half price of the HTX-100). 


The HTX-100 has CW and i believe a 100 Hz synthesizer, 
but it lacks FM. FM can be a fun mode on 10m but its 
not the mainstream - thats SSB and CW. 


I am impressed overall with the HTX-10. It has a 
decent receiver. 25 watts is just 1 s unit below my 
100 watt rig so its pretty inconsequential 98% of the 
time. the output power level can be controlled via 
the mike gain control - so no need to modify or adjust 
inside the rig for this. adjusting this for say QRP 
is not hard - except for the fact that you can't put 
out a CW carrier to adjust the power or even check 
your antenna's VSWR. omitting CW is just plain stupid 
-even if the intended user just plans on operating 


voice. 


what's peculiar about this rig is that it tunes in 1 
kHz steps. fine tuning is accomplished with a 
different knob. I found that this works ok, since 
what i do is tune the fine tuning to center. when 
stations are operating on even even KHz freq. they are 
copiable when you tune across the band. otherwise, 
you can tell they are there and fine tune them. the 
other strange inconvenience is that this rig does not 
offer RIT or a traditional second VFO for split 
operation. instead, a transmit offset is programmed 
in just like VHF FM rigs. this works but it is a 
little clumsy. 


for casual operation on 10m this rig is "OK." its no 
problem to work casual DX when propagation is good. a 
fancier rig would only provide a better receiver and 
operating convenience for split operation. I mainly 
bought this rig to use with a 2 meter transverter that 
uses a 10m IF, and for operating satellite when I need 
a 10 meter receiver. 


(editorial) while a good value, I believe the 
manufacturer did us a diservice by not offering CW. i 
would easily pay the $ 10-20 more dollars it would 
cost for this feature. as for phone, its great that 
we can operate so many modes. just don't let this toy 
keep you from operating CW. if buying this rig keeps 
you from saving a down payment for say a used all band 
rig or a K2 then maybe i would consider not buying it. 
but for "an extra" useful rig in the shack or in the 
car this rig is a decent value. 


Out of the box all you need is a power supply - 12 
volts to run this. I use an Astron 20A supply since i 
have a 100 watt level rig. For this rig 8A is 
sufficient - you might check the rating to see if you 
can go lower but its better to have some margin. 

Given the difficulty to tune VSWR with this rig - i 
would work with a matched antenna like a dipole and 
forego the tuner, etc. nothing against tuners - i use 
one on 160-30 meters all the time - it ain't easy to 
tune an antenna with a rig that can't do CW! the hand 
mike that comes with a the rig is decent - in fact the 
up/down tuning buttons on it are the best way to tune 
this rig. by the way, 1 use a homebrew 2 element quad 
on 10m and this is great both QRP and QRO, 


particularly under marginal conditions. it costs just 
a little more than a dipole, but isn't that big. mine 
is manually rotated. 


by the way an external CW adapter has been designed 
and posted to this list. I have not tried this yet. 
I suspect to get zero beat one would have to adjust 
the offset control for say 800 Hz - but once the 
setting is right it probably isn't a problem to do 
this. I haven't read much evaluation of how clean 
this circuit works - but i may try it eventually.

indeed need one of these in your shack.

Robert, I think that folks did not object so much to the notion of 
codifying subjects (still a good idea) as much as being directed to 


either do it "my way" or "hit the highway." 


For example, I suggested that the list include an "Engineering" topic for 


technical discussions of a general nature, but Chuck refused to add that 
one, for whatever reason. Based on his specific list of topics, there was 
no way that I could discuss, for example, the engineering and design 
aspects of transmission line tuners, impedance measurements, modulation 
techniques, etc. These are topics of ongoing interest to me which, I 
suppose, just did not interest Chuck at that time. 


I think that the basic reason that the effort failed was that the QRP-L 
group has grown both in numbers and range of interests such that the list 
is no longer used solely for technical discussion as it was when 
originally started back in the mid-90's. A lot of the home-brewing that 
was standard in those days is now being done through kits, and other 
reflectors such as the Elecraft and TenTec lists have absorbed a lot of 
the technical discussion. 

Most if not all of the other reflectors that now address QRP issues did 
not exist back then, so QRP-L was indeed a ground-breaker that provided a 
much needed resource. But, that was then and now is now. 


In any event, the list contents still depend upon those who post to the 
list, and they are the ones who dictate what is technical, what is 
whimsical or amusing, and what is "not a good idea." And, maybe that is 
the way that it should be, rather than one individual attempting to 
direct all content to suit his own interests, however well-intentioned 
the aim.

I've quoted Jim's entire message below because I've also copied this reply to 
the Ham-Pic list. Jim has related three problems. 


1. Resolution with the 8-bit A/D of the Pic. 


This is really not a problem if you program the PIC to be auto-ranging. Using 
an op-amp, a FET, a few resistors. a couple trim pots and one output line you 
can auto-range a 1W and 10W forward scale. Then three digits would display 1 
mw to 999mW over that power it would be 1.00W to 9.99W. Plenty good for QRP. 
The FET is used to change the gain of the op-amp and the op-amp provides a 
convenient way to "calibrate" the voltage readings. 


2. Diode detectors are not linear. 


Refer to the article in QST Feb. 1990 page 19 "A Simple and Accurate QRP 
Directional Wattmeter". This is the circuit the WM-1 and WM-2 are based on. 
Here the diode detector is replaced with a "precision diode detector", an 
op-amp circuit that compensates for the non-linearity of the diode. It's not 
perfect but quite close enough for QRP and will eliminate the need for a 
lookup table. 


So now with the addition of a quad CMOS low power op-amp and a small hand full 
of addition parts you can get accurate voltage readings for both forward and 
back, no need for a lookup table and three digit display of power. 


I admit a 10-bit A/D would be better. The above scheme would result in the 
higher readings jumping 8 counts, as in 991mW then 999mW. This is do to the 
squaring of the voltage reading. Even the 10-bit A/D would miss a digit once 
in awhile starting about 400mW and finally be skipping two digits by about 
900mW. 


But I think the 8-bit scheme would be close enough.

I am working on a similar project right now and will offer my 2 cents worth. 


Yes, the QST Pic is reading both forward and reflected power first, 
computing and displaying SWR. 


It is my plan to display forward power, SWR, and an "analog" bargraph of 
reflected power to make it easier to tune for minimum reflected. 


There are some problems to overcome. First of all, the Analog-to-Digital 
(A/D) converters in the Pic are 8-bit devices. 

Best case, they measure from 0 to 5vdc spread out across 255 increments. If 
you try to cover the range from a few milliwatts to a full gallon 5wW, 

you don't get enough granularity for your 3-digit accuracy. 


Additionally, most diode detector type sensors are not very linear. 


I just ran some tests yesterday using a resistive type bridge sensor with a 
1N34A diode. I used the adjustable power output of my K2 (Field Test #81) 
for the source, and measured the output from the diode with a decent digital 
voltmeter. I took FWD & REF readings at 10mw, 1w, 2w, 3w, 4w, and 5w. 

I loaded the values into Excel and graphed the results. 


I discovered two things, (1) my K2 metering is not linear either, and (2) 
the computed SWR for a 100 ohm resistor load varied from 1.50 to 1.65. 

BTW, I checked the K2's readings against a Welz meter which has 0-2 & 0-20w 
scales and has proven pretty accureate, and used the Welz values. 


The bottom line is that the difference between an SWR of 1.5 and 1.6 is 
insignificant, so the SWR reading is OK. 


In order to make the FWD Power readings more linear and meaningful will 
require taking lots of measurements and building a lookup table into the Pic 
software. I plan to work on that in the near future and will be glad to let 
you know my findings. 


I hope eventually to produce a Pic power meter which will be small, cheap, 
and accurate to within a few milliwatts over a range of 10mw to 5w. I will 
likely have to move up to a different Pic, such as the 16F876 which has 
10-bit A/D converters.

Just ask yourself the following question... 


Is 'nominal 12v' equipment really designed to operate on batteries, 
or is it designed to operate in a vehicle? 


And before you answer, consider that how you get somewhere is 
sometimes more important than where you actually are. Now think 
that over the years, the first ‘battery’ equipment that was at 12v 
was pretty much tube equipment, and high current, and not really 
for 'portable' operation. Transportable is more like it. I havea 
Swan 500C that has a 12v chopper for vehicle operation. The rig 
draws about 40 amps in the tune position... What else besides 

an operating vehicle system is practical for that? 


The bottom line is I don't think the manufacturers of '‘equipment' 
cared at all about batteries, at least compared to a ‘mobile’ 
environment. And the manufacturers of batteries had a 'different' 
standard they were designing too. 


But there may be an actual answer to your question. Since cells are 
offered commonly in 'ratings' of 6v, 12v, and 24v, it's possible to have 
6v cells with odd numbers of internal cells. But 12v and 24v batteries 
are always 'multiples' of the 6v cell. With a 6v cell, the granularity 
of 

an extra internal cell shoves it just too high to meet the normal 6v 
output rating. (And they DO actually make 'overvoltage' batteries... 
Both at 12v (7 internal cells being 15.2 I think) and 24v (I'm not sure 
on this one) but they are NOT generally available to the public. You 
will pay a hefty premium for one. Just remember, it will be pretty 
much a unique order for a store, and probably passed on at list price! 
You're just considering the ‘'common' batteries because, well, they 

are common! ) 


Want a more appropriate question? Why does a 9v nicad only have 

7.2v? In that case, an extra internal cell would have been 8.4, still 
under the 9v nominal limit (but it would have reduced the Ah rating). 
Was the consideration of the 6:5 ratio of nominal alkaline to nicad 
cells that important to maintain?

Well given that we are QRP'ers that dB fraction should 
not bother us ... hi hi. 


Anway 12 volt batteries have been a standard for a 
long time. Modern rigs have/should be designed to 
operate off 12 volts with some margin ... the real 
question is why do power supplies typically supply 
this margin over battery capability? Part of the 

answer is to charge the battery, a higher voltage 

source is required. 


Given that the issue with a gel cell is to provide 
lots of Amp hours, the issue of voltage is over what 
battery charge life a given voltage can be sustained 
at the given current load conditions. 


A trend of industy has been to migrate to lower 
voltage designs, in part to reduce how many battery 
cells are required & also reduce power consumption. 
Its always good to check your rig design to see what 
it does with the 12 volts - whether it is regulated 
down for all or part of the circuitry. Example - the 
38 special includes a regulator to supply 8 volts to 
all the circuits. However, the "PA mod" operates off 
12 volts directly (or of course whatever the source is 


supplying). 


I hope this helps. There is no diabolical conspiracy 
here to short change us.

Pete's message gives me a reason to fuss a bit given a QSL card I 
got back recently. We are all in the game of miles per watt and the like. 
Please everyone put your QTH on the card! House number street name if 
you can. Sometimes all you can give is a PO Box. Lat./Long. are the best 
thing to give if you know it. As a county hunter I like to see the county 
on the card. Problems come up when all you have is the city, or state. If 
you are operating portable - Field Day, FYOB, Flight of the Bumblebee, 
QRP to the Field and the like, give the best description of the QTH you 
can. 


My solutions are to use Street Atlas to get the Lat./Long. if you 
give me a street number/name. I use the same if you have a PO Box, using

For the mobiles who only give me the county 
I use the Lat/Long of the part of the county closest to me.
